FALSE WITNESS 

Burnsville church changes its 
name to escape the Illuminati 


ometimes, all you need is a 
fresh start. 

That’s what LifePrint Church 
in Burnsville thought it needed 
after Pastor John Erbele had, as 
the church website puts it, “a very public 
moral failure” in 2010. It resulted in him 
pleading guilty to hiring a prostitute. 

The church was only founded in 2009. 
So, after a ‘'painful and prayerful process,” 
LifePrint chose to start again under a new 
name—Illumination Church. The name 
was to remind parishioners “to live in the 
light and to point people to the light of the 
world—Jesus Christ.” 

But now Illumination is changingits name 
for a second time—not because of any mishap 
or scandal, but because it keeps gettingmes- 
sages from people who assume it’s affiliated 
with the Illuminati, that shadowy group 
mythologized by conspiracy theorists as 
the secret controller of the world. 


“They were primarily from places out¬ 
side of the country,” current pastor Mike 
Lotzer says. “They’d ask questions like, 
‘How do I join the Illuminati? I’ve been 
trying to get in for years.’” 

It was kind of funny—at least until they 
were getting “three to five messages a day,” 
Lotzer says. Church leadership was facing 
a choice between turning off their global 
setting on F acebook or having a staff mem¬ 
ber constantly monitoring missives from 
Illuminati hopefuls, neither of which they 
particularly wanted to do. 

Others worried they were being associ¬ 
ated with the New Age religious movement 
Eckankar, which has a temple in Chanhas- 
sen and often uses “illumination” and “illu¬ 
minated” to describe the revelations of the 
faith—including soul travel, reincarnation, 
and portentous dreams. (Eckankar is also 
plagued with rumors, including suspicions 
that the group is a cult, and allegations 




that its founder, Paul Twitchell—a former 
Scientologist from the L. Ron Hubbard 
days—plagiarized religious texts.) 

“We don’t want our name to give a 
false impression to non-believers as we 
endeavor to share Christ with them,” the 
church’s website says, nor do they want to 
discourage “Christian transplants” look¬ 
ing for a “solid Bible-based church.” So 
in January, church leaders unanimously 
voted “Illumination” out. 

The new name they settled on is Mercy 
Road Church, chosen to evoke a “journey 


of faith.” The rebranding will cost Mercy 
Road about $17,000. Luckily, the nearby 
Hosanna Lutheran has written a $15,000 
check to help out. 

For an older, bigger, more established 
church like Hosanna, Lotzer says, two name 
changes in 10 years might have been an 
untenable proposition. But Lotzer sees the 
new name as an opportunity to find ways to 
impart “mercy” on its congregation—and 
more outreach to those who are hurting. 

“A good name should hold you account¬ 
able,” he says, -hannah jones

Is Andrew Zimmerns 
Chinese restaurant 

AS BAD AS EVERYONE SAYS IT IS? 


T here’s a reason the 
“press” section of 
Lucky Cricket’s web¬ 
site hasn’t really been 
updated since the 
restaurant opened in 
November. 

There hasn’t been any good press. 
“Andrew Zimmern’s Lucky Cricket 
is more than a controversy. It’s also a 
bad restaurant,” current San Francisco 
Chronicle critic Soleil Ho wrote for Eater. 
The Growler’s December review, “(Un) 
Lucky Cricket,” called the Chinese-res- 
taurant-slash-tiki-bar a “cautionary tale 


for building a restaurant on a founda¬ 
tion of contradictions.” Eater’s Twin 
Cities-based division contrasted pro¬ 
motional photos from 
the website with ones 
of the food that actu¬ 
ally landed on tables—a 
“spot-the-difference” 
challenge that would 
have been the easiest 
ever published by Highlights Magazine. 

For a city where reviews from food 
media tend to fall between “neutral” and 
“h 5 ^erbolically congratulatory,” it was a 
departure—especially considering Zim¬ 


mern’s reputation around town. How 
did the popular Twin Cities-based TV 
personality find himself under the food 
world’s equivalent of an 
electron microscope? 

Well, because of 
that controversy Eater 
referred to. The day 
after Lucky Cricket 
opened in St. Louis 
Park’s Shops at West End, Fast Company 
ran a lengthy video interview with the 
celeb chef in which he h 3 q)othesized that 
Midwesterners “wouldn’t get” big-city 
Chinese cuisine. “So what I have to do 


is I have to introduce them to hot chile 
oil, and introduce them to a hand-cut 
noodle, and introduce them to a real roast 
duck,” he said, proclaiming that his res¬ 
taurant—the first of a chain he hoped to 
build—would be of a higher caliber than 
those other Chinese restaurants. 

Then, there was the soundbite that 
sealed his fate: 

“I think I’m saving the souls of all 
the people from having to dine at these 
horseshit restaurants masquerading as 
Chinese food that are in the Midwest.” 

Oof, people did not like that. It’s the quote 
that caught Eater’s eye in the first place, and

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that later made Zimmern the subject of a 
scathing editorial in the Washington Post. 
And while he apologized that same week, 
his boastful claims almost certainly contrib¬ 
uted to the no-holds-barred nature of early 
reviews in which dishes were lambasted 
for, among other things, tasting ‘'strongly 
and unmistakably of cigarette ash.” 

But dammit, do we love an underdog. 
And walking in for lunch on a snowy Feb¬ 
ruary afternoon, we couldn’t help hoping 
that—for the sake of our stomachs and 
this story—it wouldn’t be as bad as billed. 

With the restaurant largely empty, were 
were invited to sit wherever we wanted— 
and after learning that a table inside a 
canvas-topped car was an option, we took 


it. A smiling server appeared instantly to 
take our drink order and reappeared with 
tall tiki glasses. At their recommendation, 
we picked some small plates from the dim 
sum menu: chicken wings and shrimp toast 
rolls. We also went for a sandwich each. 

So far, so good. We sat and slurped— 
knees bumping beneath the tiny table we 
picked for the sake of the gag—and took 
in the surroundings. 

Like a restaurant in the third-floor kitsch 
corner at the Mall of America, Lucky 
Cricket is the kind of place that wants 
to make you feel that fun is mandatory. 
In fact, with the thatched straw hanging 
over the tiki bar, dangling fishing baskets 
in the dining room, a bamboo roof, and

a neon-green bartop, it’s all but directly 
situated at the center of a Margaritaville/ 
Rainforest Cafe/Bubba Gump Shrimp Co. 
Venn diagram. It even has a little gift shop. 

Service was similarly streamlined. Our 
snacks emerged almost as speedily as 
the drinks—at least, one of them did. A 
kitchen mix-up meant the shrimp bites 
were nowhere to be 

found, with spring _ 

rolls in their place. 

Here, we found 
ourselves hoping 
against hope that the 
error wouldn’t be a 
harbinger. Because 
when we say “every¬ 
one” thinks Lucky 
Cricket is bad, we 
mean it’s not just the 
capital-c critics who 
have been piling on. 

On Yelp, people have 
continued to complain

about exactly this kind of kitchen confu¬ 
sion, along with lengthy wait times, lim¬ 
ited menus, bad service, high prices, and 
shitty food. Right now, the not-so-lucky 
restaurant’s rating sits at three stars—same 
as the Taco Bell on Lake Street. 

The wings turned out to be hefty meaty 
little numbers, but with a glaze that lacked 
the addictive oomph you want from finger 


foods. In the words of my companion: 
“God, I wish theyd just inject these babies 
with MSG.” Shrimp toast rolls, when 
they arrived, were tasty little tubes of 
seafood in a shell fried to crispy perfection. 
But inside—perhaps because they were 
rushed—uncooked batter congealed into 
a less-than-satisfying squish. (We still 
ate them all; do with that information 
what you will.) 

Sandwiches fared somewhat better. A 
pork-and-shrimp patty on the Shu Mai 
Burger is clever, even if it does leave you 
feelinglike you ordered ahealth-food burger, 
and a fried chicken sandwich positively 
piles chicken and cabbage atop a squishy 
bun. But our favorite thing about lunch 
might’ve been the chips served on the side: 
eye-catching little discs of fried lotus root. 

Dinner at Lucky Cricket is similarly 
hit or miss—something “yay,” something 
“boo,” something “okay,” something “ew.” 
Hot and Cold Cucumbers are a slimy mess; 
Szechuan Style Eggplant is a lovely mix of 
sweet and savory. Dan Dan Noodles were 
all oil and no flavor; Hand Cut Noodles 
danced deliciously in a stir fry of braised 
lamb and bean sprouts. 

There’s salt-and-pepper calamari that 
doesn’t appear to have touched either of 
those spices, but we’d drizzle its garlicky, 
honey-laced “dragon dipping sauce” over 
anything, and accompan 3 dng Shishito pep¬ 
pers were a nice touch. We unequivocally 
caution against the menu’s priciest offer¬ 
ing—the $25 Roast Half Rohan Duck— 
which was a tasteless, flaccid letdown. 
Go for the nicely spicy Shanghai Fried 
Chicken and Waffle instead. 

It makes more sense to order a fried 
chicken and bubble waffle combo here 
an 3 rway. This is a restaurant that wants 
you to have fun, and that’s a meal that 
screams, “No, seriously! Have it!” 

The weird thing about Lucky Cricket 
is that we knew what 

_ Zimmern wanted was 

to make an over-the-top 
Chinese restaurant/tiki 
bar chain. The/re sell¬ 
ing T-shirts! There’s a 
giant head spewing out 
slushies behind the bar! 
They’re playing ska, for 
chrissakes! It didn’t 
need to be so serious. 

But he fucked up 
when he positioned 
himself as Lo Mein 
Jesus and made this 
a battle for our souls 
rather than what it is: a pretty average 
place, food-wise, where you can have a 
slightly above-average time. In a world 
where that interview doesn’t exist, we 
might all have sipped shareable cock¬ 
tails from fishbowls, shrugged at the 
underseasoned entrees, and left—indif¬ 
ferent, but not enraged. There’s nothing 
wrong with a restaurant that exists for 
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PRINCE:

fun—I love Margaritaville. It’s also not 
exactly what I’d pick if someone asked 
where to get the best food in town. I don’t 
think Jimmy Buffett would, either. 

As for whether Lucky Cricket will 
save your Midwestern soul... I mean, of 
course not. It’s a restaurant in a suburban 
shopping center, and its owner hopes to 
someday make it a chain of several hun¬ 
dred. Three out of five stars—well, that 
seems about right. 

Is it as bad as it’s made out to be? I 
don’t think so. There are good dishes: a 
savory and serviceable KungPao Shrimp, 
those hand-cut noodles. The boozy slush¬ 
ies are sweet (and strong) as hell, but in 
a nice way—like you’re busting out the 
blender during spring break. You can get 
Bia Saigon here, a treat for beer drinkers 
who likely haven’t seen it at a ton of other 
Twin Cities restaurants. 

Is it worth going out of your way for? 
Eh, probably also no. If you’re looking to 
down a Mai Tai or two before a movie, or 
need to stop for a bite somewhere after 
you return a shirt to Anthropologie, you 
could do worse. The curious can dine dur¬ 
ing happy hour— 
it runs from 3 to 
6 and 8 to close 
Monday through 
Thursday with 
a 9 p.m. start on 
Fridays, so you 
almost have to try to miss it—and glug 
from a selection of $7 tiki drinks while 
munching on $5 to $8 dishes. If the food 
is only fair, well, at least the prices are too. 

And those seriously seeking redemp¬ 
tion with a side of hoisin... well, maybe 
worship at the altar of Tea House on 
University instead. 03

eer trends of the past three 
years have gotten stranger and 
stranger, but the latest craze 
is something straight out of a 
Stefon sketch. 

“It’s that thing of when, like, a man in 
lederhosen quenches a fireplace poker in 
your stein of German lager...” 

“Beer poking” is the practice of cara¬ 
melizing beer with a two-foot steel rod 
called a “loggerhead” that’s been heated 
over smoldering embers. The tradition is, of 
course, German in origin, and it historically 
took place to commemorate Doppelbock 
season in late winter or early spring. Now, 
thanks to the dangerous and seemingly 
limitless curiosity of American drinkers, 
it’s making a resurgence. 

Austin, Texas’ Strange Land Brewery 
made national news when they hosted their 
first beer poking in 2017, but unsurpris¬ 
ingly, Minnesota has been ground zero for 
the phenomenon. Fitger’s Brewhouse and 
Lake Superior Brewing have been giving 
bocks the brulee treatment at their joint 
Bockfest for some years, and just last month. 
Northbound Smokehouse offered patrons 


the chance to warm up their Eisbock with 
red-hot rebar. 

Dig a bit deeper, and you’ll find it was 
New Ulm’s August Schell Brewing Com¬ 
pany that modernized and Americanized 
beer poking way back in 1986. ‘We’ve been 
doing this for 30 years,” says Ted Marti, 
president of August Schell. Marti’s been 
at the helm of August Schell since before 
their very first Bock Fest, when he claims 
fire-pokingbeer was innovated. “It was an 
old German tradition. When they went 
to the bar, they didn’t like cold beer, so 
they literally had warmers, little warmer 
sticks, that they’d use to warm up the beer 
a little bit.” 

Marti posits that those old Germans 
probably didn’t use iron fire pokers like 
Schell’s does at Bock Fest, but the effect 
on the beer is the same today as it was 
then. Inserting the extra-hot iron caramel¬ 
izes sugar in the beer. The added layer of 
browning makes a poked Bock taste like 
s’mores or dulche de leche. 

Dark beers like stouts and brown ales 
are most pleasantly affected by hot poking. 
(Beer website October found that, were 
you to inject a near-molten core of iron 


into, say, a Yuengling, it would actually 
suck quite a bit.) Doppelbocks, eisenbocks, 
and occasionally maibocks are the most 
popular styles for poking—not only for the 
sake of tradition but also because of their 
pervasive nuttiness and sweetness. 

‘When you bring up the temperature of 
beer, you get a torrent of aromatics,” Marti 
says. ‘When you do it with the fire pokers, 
it’s a whole different flavor.” 

The loggerhead itself was a common 
tool for 19th-century shipbuilders, but 
pub owners would keep them on hand to 
warm drinks (such as the traditional rum 
flip) and cauterize wounds. The/re far less 
common today, thus the pokers and rebar, 
but that’s changing as well. 

Bent Paddle started hot-poking beers 
at their Festiversary celebration, and it’s 
something they carried into the ski party 
they hosted in Lutsen last January. They 
got into the practice for the same reason as 
Schell’s: A smoldering loggerhead makes 
drinking beer outside in winter just a little 
bit more bearable. “You’re left with a distinc¬ 
tive, almost roasted or burned marshmallow 
flavor,” says Bent Paddle co-founder and 
CEO Bryon Tonnis. “It also beats some 


of the carbonation out of the beer, so it’s 
a thicker, creamier experience.” 

On January 14, Bent Paddle released 
their Doppelbock German-Style Ale (a 
former entry in their one-off Valve Jockey 
series), and they hopped on Facebook to 
encourage their drinkers to try poking 
it at home. 

For that, there’s the Beer Caramelizer, 
a Wisconsin-made loggerhead explicitly 
used for caramelizing beers. The product, 
one of a few on the market, lets pyromaniac 
beer nerds take the fun of Bock Fest home. 
That way, you won’t have to ruin your hair 
straightener to get a toasty warm beer. 

Though tickled by the idea of the Beer 
Caramelizer, Tonnis doesn’t suggest run¬ 
ning household implements over the stove 
and plunging them into pints for kicks. 
Beer poking needs a certain context to be 
effective. It requires a certain moment. 

“Hang out at a campfire, drink some beer, 
and poke it,” Tonnis says. “It’s less about 
altering the beer in some kind of way; it’s 
more about the experience of gathering 
together outside around a Are in winter 
and doing kinda cool stuff that people don’t 
do on a regular basis.”

he third entry in almost 
every trilogy is the worst 
of the bunch, but don’t let 
that dampen excitement for 
How to Train Your Dragon: 
The Hidden World. This is an all-around 
awesome franchise, so even though The 
Hidden World is undeniably the weakest 
of the three movies, it’s still a heartwarm¬ 
ing and eye-popping conclusion. 

This installment takes place a year after 
How to Train Your Dragon 2. Hiccup (Jay 
Baruchel) and his dragon. Night Fury 
Toothless, join their buddies to scour the 
seas around their native Berk in search of 
captured dragons to free. After one suc¬ 
cessful nighttime raid, the heroes return to 
their home, which has become extremely 
crowded with dragons and humans alike. 
Meanwhile, the warlords whose ships 
Hiccup and friends have been ransack¬ 
ing decide to enlist some outside help 
from a nefarious man named Grimmel 
(F. Murray Abraham), whose lifelong 
obsession is to kill all the Night Furies. 

Following a couple close calls with 
the bad guy. Hiccup decides the only 


way dragons will ever be safe from evil 
men is if they can escape to their fabled 
ancestral home. So the citizens of Berk 
uproot and head west into the unknown, 
hoping to find the Hidden World. 

Part of what sets this movie a notch 
below the others is just how redun¬ 
dant the plot feels. There’s not much 
of a new storyline here beyond the El 
Dorado quest—which ends up being 
something of an afterthought an 3 rway. 
The villain is one-dimensional, and in 
terms of scale, it feels a bit like The Hidden 
World might have fit better as the middle 
chapter rather than the finale. Fortunately, 
there’s strong enough characterization 
throughout to keep this thing interesting. 
Animated characters too often stay the 
same or return to some status quo, but 
DreamWorks does a nice job of giving 
its central characters compelling arcs. 
Parting is such sweet sorrow, and the 
Hiccup/Toothless dynamic builds to an 
affecting climax. 

As with its predecessors, the anima¬ 
tion in The Hidden World is spectacular. 
Props to the filmmakers for continuing to 
find novel ways to make their new drag¬

ons and this world stand out. The latest 
addition, a female ‘'Light Fury” who’s 
captured Toothless’ eye, is one of the 
coolest dragons yet, turning invisible with 
a burst of flames, and Toothless himself 
has a few new tricks up his sleeve. The 
battle sequences are well choreographed, 
and the Hidden World is nothing short of 
stunning, a kind of psychedelic undersea 
dragon land that completely electrifies 
the screen. It’s a shame so little time is 
spent there, especially since the movie 
is called The Hidden World, but maybe 
too much of a good thing would have 
made it less special. 

Altogether, The Hidden World makes 
for another wonderful family adventure. 
This is allegedly the last film in the series, 
so things definitely turn bittersweet. But 
given how successful these movies have 
been, it’s a safe bet we’ll see another 
How to Train Your Dragon somewhere 
down the road. 03 
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FRACTURED FAIRY TALES 

TTT goes Into the IVoods

en Thousand Things’ produc¬ 
tion oilnto the Woods is hardly 
typical, but at intermission on 
opening night it did produce a 
typical range of audience reac¬ 
tions. ‘That was delightful!” “So charming, 
and ever 3 ^ing worked out!” “Wait... it’s not 
over?” “The narrator said. To be continued.’” 

Composer Stephen Sondheim and play¬ 
wright James Lapine realized they needed 
to add that line after an early preview of 
the 1986 musical, when an usher had to 
run across the parking lot to stop a bus¬ 
load of satisfied theatergoers from rolling 
out. “There’s more,” the usher shouted, 
“there’s more!” 

Three decades later, it still feels sub¬ 
versive that Into the Woods dares to chal¬ 
lenge the notion of “happily ever after.” 
The play’s second act is one of the most 
elaborate anticlimaxes in all of musical 
theater, to the point where it’s hard not 
to feel a little abused. If anyone can keep 
you in the woods with these triumphant- 
turned-troubled characters, though, it’s 
Ten Thousand Things. 

In the first production she’s led since 
becoming artistic director, Marcela Lorca 
keeps the company’s accessible yet ambi¬ 
tious spirit very much intact. Its produc¬ 
tions, which are staged in the round with 
lights up so they can tour to non-traditional 
venues, always require an illusionist’s gift 
for theatrical sleight-of-hand, and that’s 
particularly true of this sprawling musical. 

Nine performers play more than twice 
that many characters, while also wielding

instruments to support music director Peter 
Vitale, who performs the Olympic feat of 
doing a full-length Sondheim musical as 
a one-man band. It’s a rewardingly fresh 
approach to this material, which can tempt 
producers to get bogged down with cos¬ 
tumes and effects. 

No effect (certainly not in the ill-judged 
Disney movie adaptation) could delight the 
way Jim Lichtscheidl’s humble baker does 
as he steels himself to cut into the belly 
of a wolf, or could shock the way Rajane 
Katurah does with a piercing scream when 
her treasured red riding hood is stolen. This 
human-powered production highlights the 
characters’ modesty, and their vulnerability. 

The intimate approach also serves Sond¬ 
heim’s typically twisted lyrics, which come 
across beautifully in all their rapid-fire glory. 
Characters like Jack (Ben Lohrberg) and 
the Witch (Austene Van) subvert their 
archetypes with subtle gestures as well 
as broad comedy. 

That makes this a must-see show for 
longtime fans, and a fine introduction for 
newcomers. 

This production is one to celebrate, 
marking a new era for one of our most 
innovative and justly celebrated com¬ 
panies. Despite its varied downers, in 
the end the show sounds a note of hope 
in keeping with the occasion: Times 
change, but the power of great stor 5 l:elling 
remains essential. 03

NO WOMEN ALOUD 

Country radio doesn’t play some of country music’s 
biggest stars. Because they’re not men.

K, this is getting ridiculous 
now. 

Kacey Musgraves’ lat¬ 
est album, Golden Hour, 
has been an awards mag¬ 
net, reeling in CMAs long before the 
Grammys took note earlier this month. 
As compulsively likable as Musgraves 
herself, who is currently the musician 
most likely to follow the phrase “1 don’t 
like country but I do like...”. Golden Hour 
updates a traditional array of soft-rock/ 
easy-listening sounds with modern pro¬ 
duction that adds lushness and warmth. 
It was the number-four album in the 
U.S., and the number-one album on the 
country charts. If, as the old radio maxim 
has it, the secret to ratings success is 
not to play songs that people want to 
listen to but to not play songs they feel 


compelled to turn off, Musgraves should 
be a programmer’s dream. 

But Musgraves doesn’t have a home on 
country radio (or on pop radio, which is its 
own lost cause, but that’s a topic for another 
time). That’s hardly because she’s “not 
country enough,”whateverthatmeans—and 
please do not read that as an invitation to 
tell us all whatever that means. Country 
music first went “pop” when Chet Atkins 
added strings in the ’50s, or when Bob Wills 
hired a drummer in the ’40s, or, hell, when 
Ralph Peer recorded Jimmie Rodgers in 
the ’20s. There is no innate metaphysical 
quality that makes music “country.” Like 
all radio formats, the only real definition of 
“country” is tautological: Country music 
is whatever country music fans listen to. 

Unfortunately, what country music fans 
currently listen to, at least on the radio. 


is men. So many men. Aside from Kelsea 
Ballerini and Miranda Lambert and Carrie 
Underwood (and one more notable excep¬ 
tion we’ll get to later), you can listen for 
hours in vain for a female voice. You’ll 
find plenty of gender-ambiguous names 
on the charts, for sure. Jordan Davis? Riley 
Green? Morgan Wallen? Sorry, all dudes. 
And ideologically the songs themselves 
range from the innocuously heteronorma- 
tive, like Scotty McCreery’s “This Is It,” 
to the downright paleolithic, with Luke 
Combs singing, “she’s crazy but her crazes 
beautiful to me,” noting how long it takes his 
lover to get dressed, and quipping “it kinda 
scares me the way that she drives” before 
adding “me wild.” Welcome to 2019, y’all. 

Reigning commercial country duo Dan 
+ Shay aren’t as bad as all that. Theirs is a 
milder, more subtly pop answer to Florida 
Georgia Line. (Unfortunately, that “+” does 
not mean you should draw a big heart 
around their name and imagine them k-i- 
s-s-i-n-g.) On the duo’s big hit, “Tequila,” 
which rh 3 mies the liquor with “see ya” and 
“need ya,” the/re just cute boys pining for 
the one that got away. Their other number- 
one this past year is “Speechless,” about 
being lost for words by a beautiful woman. 


Tellingly, there’s not much difference in 
their vocal approach on either. Sorrowful, 
smitten—it’s all the same to these fellas, 
who offer an unobtrusive kind of acoustic 
quiet storm for skittish young lovers. 

The problem with Dan + Shay isn’t 
that they’re pop. The problem isn’t that 
they’re mediocre pop. Hell, the problem 
isn’t even Dan+Shay. They, like Musgraves, 
aren’t quite at the arena level, but where 
she played the Palace earlier this month, 
they played the much larger Armory last 
weekend. And that disparity in audience 
reach is the problem, because it’s anchored 
in a disparity of institutional support that 
consistently skews male. Country music 
journalists, particularly the great Marissa 
R Moss, have shown repeatedly how coun¬ 
try music structurally restricts female art¬ 
ists’ access to radio and to festivals, and, in 
conjunction with an ingrained culture of 
sexual harassment in Nashville, this holds 
female performers back. 

Most of them, an 5 rway. Last year, in a 
kind of Freaky Friday moment, pop singer 
Bebe Rexha, whose previous success had 
been limited (by, among other things, her 
blankness), hooked up with Florida Georgia 
Line for the monster hit “Meant to Be.” 
It spent a record-breaking 50 weeks atop 
the “Country Songs” charts. Meanwhile, 
country up-and-comer Maren Morris 
dominated pop radio, appearing on the 
not even remotely country Zedd single 
“The Middle.” This switcheroo demon¬ 
strated the porousness of genre and format 
in 2018, but also the lack of opportunities 
for female performers on either side of 
the fence, who required a male escort to 
get on the radio. 

Morris’ 2016 debut, Hero, seemed like it 
had the potential to redefine country pop, but 
despite reasonable success it never quite did. 
She’s voiced her frustration with industry 
gatekeepers in the lead-up to her second 
album. Girl The advance singles, a title track 
that’s a guitar-heavy pep talk doubling as a 
dogged feminist anthem, and a well-timed 
duet with Brandi Carlile have been brasher 
lyrically but more cautious musically, both 
less pop and less country-oriented. 

What’s disheartening about these songs is 
that Morris is counterpunching against an 
establishment she might be better off dis¬ 
counting entirely. A lyric like “I don’t know 
what God is” would be a daring sentiment 
on country radio even in less commercially 
cautious and politically edgy times. The 
saddest thing is that their potential for 
controversy isn’t even the reason Morris 
isn’t getting airplay. Just sexist inertia. 03

this secret solely at BIL’s request, well, 
he can’t ask that of her if doing so will 
damage her relationship with her kids. I 
don’t think she should immediately out 
BIL, but she can and should let him know 
that she will have to tell the children if he 
doesn’t. You should have a conversation 
with BIL. Open it by telling him that life 
is long, marriages are complicated, and 
that you know he loved your sister. But to 
stick the dismount here—to end his mar¬ 
riage without destroying his relationship 
with his kids—he can’t hide from them. If 
he doesn’t want to tell his boys about his 
boyfriend because he fears he might lose 
them, DGBIL, then he’ll have to cut his 
kids out of his life—and that means losing 
them for sure. And then butt the fuck out.
